Compositions  are  required  of  every  student  each  alternate 
week.  Exercises  in  business  forms,  and  in  business  and 
epistolary  correspondence  are  also  required  of  each  student. 

Every  student  will  have  an  appointment  in  declamation 
or  reading  before  the  whole  school  once  a  month.  Besides 
the  regular  drill  and  practice  in  elocution,  in  which  all  stu- 
dents engage,  those  who  desire  it  can  have  special  instruc- 
tion and  drill  by  Mrs.  M.  E.  Weston,  whose  skill  as  a 
practical  elocutionist  and  ability  as  a  teacher  are  well 
known. 

Public  examinations  in  all  branches  studied  during  the 
term  will  be  held  at  its  close.  Students  are  required  to 
attend  examinations  ;  and  any  student  failing  to  attend,  will 
not  be  permitted  to  recite  in  any  class,  unless  he  shall  have 
stood  a  private  examination,  for  which  a  fee  of  fifty  cents 
must  be  paid. 

Reports  of  the  standing  of  each  student  in  his  studies, 
and  also  of  his  attendance  and  behavior,  will  be  sent  to  his 
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parent  or  guardian  at  the  close  of  each  term.  No  reports 
will  be"  made  out,  however,  for  students  who  are  not  ex- 
amined. 

S'lplema®  and'  Me^aJs* 

Any  student  showing  himself  to  be  proficient  in  the  com- 
mon English  branches,  and  having  studied  and  passed  sat- 
isfactory examinations  in  Elementary  Algebra,  Geometry, 
Chemistry,  Physiology,  Natural  Philosophy,  Astronomy, 
Rhetoric  and  Composition,  Caesar,  Virgil's  ^neid,  and  such 
other  branches  selected  from  the  Academic  Course,  as  will 
with  those  be  equivalent  to  a  three  years'  course,  and  having 
presented  to  the  Academy  for  preservation  an  original  paper 
on  some  subject  selected  by  himself,  will  be  entitled  to  a 
diploma.  But  no  pupil  will  be  entitled  to  credit  on  his 
diploma  for  any  study  in  which  his  standing  is  below  eighty 
(one  hundred  being  the  highest)  ;  nor  will  any  student  be 
entitled  to  a  diploma  if  his  average  standing  in  his  recita- 
tions, attendance  and  conduct  is  below  eighty-five.  The 
fee  for  graduation  and  diploma  is  five  dollars.  Each  young 
lady  will  receive  at  graduation  a  gold  medal. 


Is  a  village  of  six  hundred  inhabitants,  situated  on  the 
line  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna  &  Western  Railroad, 
fifteen  miles  north  of  Scranton.

AQABEMY   BUIIiBMQ, 

The  Academy  Building  is  located  in  a  grove  of  eighteen 
acres,  near  the  village,  and   is  a  brick  edifice,  95x50,  four 
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Stories  high.  The  students'  rooms  are  large,  high,  and  well 
lighted.  All  students  who  room  in  the  institution  are 
under  the  immediate  care  of  the  Principal  and  his  associ- 
ates, are  visited  at  least  once  a  day,  and  any  absences  re- 
corded and  reported  to  parents  at  the  close  of  the  term. 
Rooms  are  furnished  with  stove,  bedstead,  and  stand  only. 
Those  who  wish,  can  have  rooms  furnished  by  paying 
twenty-five  cents  per  week. 


MBBABW  AN,D   APPARATUS. 

The  Abington,  Bridgewater,  and  Wyoming  Associations 
each  contribute  fifty  dollars  annually  for  increasing  the 
library  and  apparatus. 

The  library  consists  of  over  four  hundred  volumes,  se- 
lected with  especial  reference  to  the  needs  of  Academic 
students.    Students  have  access  to  the  library  without  charge. 

Considerable  money  has  been  expended  for  apparatus, 
which  is  now  sufficient  for  experiments  and  illustrations  in 
the  sciences. 

Students  of  Botany  analyze  and  classify  from  fifty  to  a 
hundred  specimens  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Students  in  Surveying  have  frequent  field  practice. 

The  Cabinet  of  Geological  and  Mineralogical  Specimens 
has  been  greatly  enlarged  the  past  year  through  the  liber- 
ality of  friends  of  the  school. 

IteQtnies* 

Lectures  on  Physiology  and  Hygiene  are  given  by  Dr. 
A.  T.  Brundage.  These  lectures  are  illustrated  by  a  mani- 
kin, skeleton,  and  maps. 

Lectures  are  also  given  by  the  teachers  and  others  on 
subjects  connected  with  manners,  morals,  history  and 
science. 
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TesQhQTs^   Class. 

Lectures  on  Theor}^  and  Practice  of  Teaching  are  given 
weekly  to  such  students  as  wish  to  join  the  Teachers'  Class. 
The  Library  also  contains  a  number  of  standard  works  on 
the  same  subject. 

Iiiterarj  gocfe^j, 

A  voluntary  society  for  improving  its  members  in  com- 
position, public  speaking,  and  parliamentary  practice,  holds 
meetings  every  Tuesday  evening. 

William  Frestr  Memorial  SQllQlsrships^ 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  friends  of  the  late  Rev.  William 
Frear  to  found  in  the  Academy  two  memorial  scholarships, 
for  the  use  of  needy  students.  The  amount  needed  is  ;^iooOj 
of  which  ^561  has  been  subscribed.  Persons  desiring  to 
contribute  to  the  fund  can  hand  subscriptions  or  money  to 
Revs.  W.  C.  Tilden,  W.  P.  Hellings,  or  J.  R.  Remsen. 

Religious  CalLur^. 

Though  the  school  is  not  religious  in  the  sense  that  the 
tenets  peculiar  to  any  denomination  are  taught,  yet  it  is  de- 
signed to  be  one  in  which  the  pupils  will  be  under  religious 
influences.  Students  are  required  to  attend  Church,  and 
are  encouraged  to  attend  prayer  and  other  religious  meet- 
ings. A  Bible-class,  designed  especially  for  the  instruction 
of  students,  meets  in  the  Academy  every  Sabbath  afternoon. 
All  students  will  attend  Church  with  the  Teachers,  unless 
parents  request  it  to  be  otherwise. 

Students 

Will  have  daily  instruction  and  practice  in  light  gymnastics. 
Exercise  in  the  open  air  is  also  required  when  the  weather 
will  permit. 
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General  ^e^ulation^ 


Term  bills  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance.  No  de- 
duction will  be  made  for  absence  during  the  term,  except  in 
case  of  protracted  sickness. 

Board  bills  are  payable  monthly  in  advance. 

Students  are  held  pecuniarily  responsible  for  any  damage 
done  to  the  buildings,  furniture,  or  grove.  Damage  to 
rooms  occupied  by  students  will  be  charged  to  the  occu- 
pants, unless  it  shall  appear  that  they  were  done  by  others; 
and  unless  such  damages  are  reported  by  the  occupants  to 
the  Principal  within  two  days  ;  or  if  done  in  their  absence, 
within  two  days  after  their  return  ;  with  such  information 
as  they  may  be  able  to  give  of  the  authors  of  the  injury. 

The  bell  for  rising  is  rung  at  6  A.  M.,  and  that  for  reti- 
ring at  10  P.  M. ;  at  which  time  all  lights  in  the  building 
must  be  extinguished. 

Students  are  required  to  devote  nine  hours  per  day  to 
school  work.  The  morning  study  hour  from  7:15  to  8:15  ; 
forenoon  session  from  9  to  12;  afternoon  session  from  i  to 
4  ;  evening  study  hours  from  7  to  9. 

Morning  chapel  at  9  ;  evening  chapel  at  9.  All  students 
are  required  to  attend  morning  chapel,  and  all  who  room  in 
the  building,  evening  chapel. 

Callings-over  at  9  A.  M.,  12  M.,  i  P.  M.,  and  4  P.  M.,  at 
which  all  students  must  be  present. 

All  young  gentlemen  from  a  distance  will  room  and  board 
in  the  building,  unless  there  is  special  reason  to  the  con- 
trary. 

Students  rooming  in  the  building  will   be  visited  each 
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evening  by  the  teachers,  and  absences  recorded  and  report- 
ed to  parents  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

Young  ladies  who  room  in  the  Academy  must  not  leave 
the  Academy  grounds  except  by  permission  of  one  of  the 
teachers. 

Young  ladies  will  attend  church  and  other  meetings  in 
company  with  the  Lady  Principal. 

Students  are  forbidden  to  attend  any  social  party  during 
school  week  ;  to  use  intoxicating  liquors,  or  frequent  places 
where  they  are  sold  ;  or  to  spend  more  time  than  may  be 
needed  for  the  transaction  of  necessq^-y  business  in  any 
store,  grocery  or  saloon. 


While  great  advantages  arise  from  the  co-education  of 
the  sexes,  special  precautions  are  necessary  to  guard  against 
evil  or  scandal.  Hence  the  following  regulations  :  Students 
shall  not  correspond,  walk,  or  ride  with  those  of  the  oppo- 
site sex,  except  by  special  permission  from  the  Principal  or 
Lady  Principal.  They  are  forbidden  to  visit  -each  others' 
private  rooms,  except  in  the  case  of  sickness,  and  then  only 
in  company  with  the  Principal  or  Lady  Principal.

The  Commercial  Course  embraces  Book-keeping  by  single 
and  double  entry ;  Business  Forms  ;  Commercial  Corres- 
pondence ;  Practical  Business  Operations,  including  Bank- 
ing ;  Elements  of  Commercial  Law ;  Business  Arithmetic ; 
Political  Economy ;  Penmanship  and  Telegraphy.  The 
methods  of  instruction  are  the  same  as  in  the  best  commer- 
cial schools.  The  time  needed  to  complete  the  course  will 
vary  with  the  ability  and  previous  attainments  of  the  stu- 
dent.

The  Institution  was  chartered  by  the  Luzerne  County- 
Court  in  1868.  It  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of 
Directors,  twenty-one  in  number,  twelve  of  whom  are 
elected  by  contributors,  and  the  remaining  nine  by  the 
associations  of  churches  which  support  the  school.  There 
are  seventy  churches  united  in  the  support  of  the  school, 
with  a  membership  of  over  5,600. 

The  first  session  of  the  school  commenced  on  the  13th 
of  September,  1869,  in  the  lecture  room  of  the  Baptist 
church.  On  the  4th  of  January,  1872,  the  chapel  and 
study  room  of  the  new  building  were  occupied  by  the 
school.  Addresses  were  delivered  on  the  occasion  by  Rev. 
George  R.  Bliss,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  Lemuel  Moss,  D.  D. 
The  completed  building  was  formally  dedicated,  with  debt 
provided  for,  on  the  30th  of  October,  1874,  Rev.  Thomas 
Armitage,  D.  D.,  of  New  York,  and  Rev.  H.  G.  Weston, 
D.  D.,  of  Chester,  Pa.,  delivering  the  addresses.
